Highlights from the February Meeting: 


The meeting was called to order at 7:33 by club president David Spoelstra, NOKT. There 
were approximately 40 in attendance. David announced that the March meeting was 
going to be a presentation by Kermit Carlson, W9XA, ARRL Central Division Director. 
Originally, the March meeting was going to be Wayne Michael, AC9HP, but he will now 
be presenting at the April meeting, talking about, and demonstrating some low power 
radios. 


David announced that due to the problems with last year’s bus to Hamvention, the cost to 
ride this year will be half price for those that rode last year. So, if you rode the bus to 
Xenia last year, the cost to ride this year is $15 per person. Otherwise, it is the normal 
$30 per person. As usual, the cost for admission to the show is on top of the bus fare, and 
tickets are available to order on line now at http://hamvention.org/purchase-tickets/ .

Next, David introduced Dave Arland, from Arland Communications, for his presentation 
on the Consumer Electronics Show, in LasVegas. This was Dave’s 27th CES. Dave 
showed off the special sport coat he had made for the event! Dave’s presentation was 
informative and entertaining, as always. He said there were several autonomous cars on 
display. There were more IOT (Internet Of Things) devices on display, such as connected 
refrigerators, etc. OLED (Organic LED) displays are coming on big! Dave, being a cat 
person, said there were many items related to cats, such as a surrogate cat, and automatic 
watering and feeding stations for multiple cats, as well as the self cleaning litter box. In 
the question and answer portion of Dave’s presentation, he was asked about ATSC 3.0, 
the next “standard” for digital broadcast television in the US. ATSC 3.0 will be capable 
of 2160p 4K resolution at 120 frames per second. It will also support location specific 
programing, such as advertising or emergency alerts. The bad news is current televisions 
with ATSC | tuners won’t be able to receive ATSC 3.0 signals without external tuners.

UPDATE ON HAMVENTION BUILDING PLANS 


Despite all of the best efforts and intentions by Greene County, the Greene County 
Agricultural Society and Hamvention, we have learned the anticipated new building will 
not be constructed in time for Hamvention 2018.

The following announcement was released on February 3: 


During the last 72 hours we continued to experience the high winds, low clouds, fog, and 
rough seas that have prevented helicopter operations since our arrival at Bouvet. No 
improvement was predicted in the weather forecast for the next four days. Then, last 
night an issue developed in one of the ship's engines. This morning the captain of the 
vessel declared it unsafe to continue with our project and aborted the expedition. We are 
now on our long voyage back to Punta Arenas, 


As you might imagine the team is deeply disappointed, but safe. There is already talk 
about rescheduling the DXpedition,

REPUBLIC OF KOSOVO ADDED AS NEW ENTITY 


The ARRL Board of Directors approved a motion to amend the DXCC Rules, when it 
met January 19-20. Section II, Subsection 1 of the DXCC Rules now will include a new 
Subsection (d): The entity has a separate IARU member society and is included on the 
US State Department Independent States in the World 
(https://www.state.gov/s/inr/rls/4250.htm) . 


The Republic of Kosovo (Z6) has been added to the DXCC List of current entities, 
increasing the total number of current DXCC entities to 340. The addition of Kosovo 
raises to 331 the required number of current entities confirmed to qualify for DXCC 
Honor Roll; Top of Honor Roll is 340. DXCC award accounts are being tabulated to 
reflect the change. 


This change qualifies as an "event," effective on January 21, 2018, at 0000 UTC. Nothing 
is retroactive.
